The Criminal’s Head Jerked Of—A | 
Fall of Fourteen Feet trom the scat- 
leid.

Dupuis, Thursday Night.—Andrew Carr, 
convicted of murderisg his paramour, was ex- 
ecuted this morning within Richmond Bride- 
well. The drop allowed was teen feet 
from the trap, and when the ben was with- 
drawn the jerk was so great that the head 
was instantly severed from tue body, and the 
rope recoiled with force to the trap.

attributes it to the tightness of the fastening.

Prince Frederick c Charles on the 
French Soldier. 

Frederick . Prince of Prussia, an 
able and successful strategist and leader, 
victor at Sadowa, and now leading the Prus- 
sians to victory, wrote some years ago a mili- 
tary memoir. This memoir contained some 
important remarks on the condition of the 
Prussian troops, and a sort of comparison be- 
tween their cy, diseipline and military 
organization and those of the French. It was 
prophetic in ite very title: ‘‘The Art of Fight- 
ing the Fremeb Army. The opinions are not 
only valuable im themsely but they attain 
an added significance.when it is remembered 
that the Prince bas attajned great military re- 
DOWD, aud that be bas the power of carrying 
ivto vipa the opinious which he expresses.

ee tbat the Freuch fight in 
an irregular and desuliory manner, like the 
hordes of Attila, are ae much in error aa those 
pose them enbject to the strict rules 
lary art.

Serious Fight in the County. 


About one o’clock yesterday eafterneon, durieg 


a trial for assault and battery at the Four-Mtle 
House, on the Seventh-street road, a fight oc- 
curred between an old man whose name we 
could not learn acd a young man by the name of 
Walker, during which the former drew a knife 
and cut the latter three times, severing the en- 
trails and cutting through the yer. Walker 
with the assistance of an old colored woman, 
went to the offee of Dr. Bohannon, near by, 
where bis wounds sere dressed. After this dis- 
turbance a crowd cf several persons awembled 
about the door of the bouse, and another aght 
ensued, in which three or four persons were shot 
and cut.

He then walked out of the house 
and went to the corner of G een and Preston, 
where he surrencered himself to Officer Joha 
Corcoran, saying that he had shoi Annie Ra- 
de ul ne because she beld his brother while he was 
killed, and gave the officer the pistoi, saying that 
ty what I did it with.” 

When the report of the pistol was b ard. the 
girls :ushed to the room, aod found Miss Annie 
Um on the foor with bicoi gushing from her 
nore and mouth, and from a wound in the left 
breast just above the nipple. She was imme- 
diately placed upon the bed, and requested the 
housekeeper to send a note to Dr. T. J. Grimitbs, 
her regular pbysician. This the housekeeper 
did. Several of the giris in the house ran for 
phrsician~, and at the summons of one of th-m, 
Dr. J. H. Kelier went tothe home. He madea 
superficial examination, and asked that Dr. 
Cummins be called in consultation, and left the 
house foratew moments. During his absence, 
Dr. Grifiihs, in response to tbe note written vy 
the bousekeeper, arrived, accompanied by Dr. 
H. D. Pope. He asked if any other paysician had 
bt en sent for, and was told that severai had been 
seni for. He then sisbed to know if his services 
were desir« dad; that if he took the case he did not 
wish to have ſt interfered with. A‘ this juncture 
Dr. Kelier came in and walsed up to the bedside 
of the wounded woman and felt her pulse. Dr. 
Griffiths said that it was his case. Dr. Keller said 
ft was bis case and he did not want anr one toin- 
terfere until Dr. Cumming came. Dr. Griffiths 
gaid that he had been sent for first and that 1. 
was his case. Dr. Keller sald Griffiths was a d—d 
liar. Polle men who were ta the room seized 
both physicians and prevented a collision. Miss 
Rabourne, when appealed to to decide the case, 
said she wisbed Dr. Cummins to attend to her. 
Dr. Griffiths turned to leave the room and re- 
marked that Dr. Keller was.a damned scoundrel, 
whereupon Dr. Keller struck at him. The police 
again interfered and separated the belligerents, 
when Dr. Griffiihs left the house. 

Ab examination of the wound disclosed the fact 
that the ball had pa:red entirely through the top 
of the left lung and lodged somewhere in the 
rack, inficting a very dangerous and probably 
mortal wound. The woman was still alive at a 
late hour last night and fully conscious. 

Powers was perfectiy sober at the time of the 
shooting, and mede no attempt to deny having 
committed the deed, and «aid that he intended 
to Kli der.

* THE LOST CHILD. 


The Mysterious Disdppenrance of Lite 
tle Ida Woodruff still Unsolved. 

The ul daughter of Mr. Mart. Woodruf. 
who was lost. on the 4th inst., has sot heen 
found, although great efforts have been made to 
recover ber. The particulars of her lea viag are 
these: She had ben called home from a visit to 
some relations, living four miles back of New 
Albany, rather agalost her inclination, but with 
the promise of being allowed to renew ber visit 
if circumelances would permit. On her arrival 
home, n Shippit gport, she changed her clothing 
preparatory to performing some kouse work, 
after which she took a small bucket and sald 
she would get some water. But as soon as she 
reached the pump she put her bucket down and 
lefi, golpg up the vortb side of the canal to the 
bridge, crossed i ana went out Brioge street. 
This wae about 4 o’clock in the evening. She 
was traced to that point, but there all trace of 
her was lost. 

The motive of the child for leaving, and her 
destix ation, are unknown, but search for her 
was immediately made, and every place where 
Uu Wes supposed she could have gone wa: visite. 
and all other available means used to find her, 
but up to this date no cl. w to her route or desti- 
nation, beyobd Bridge street, has been obta!ned. 

The foliowing ts aglescrip‘ion of che missing 
girl: Her name is Ida; she is seventeen years of 
age; four feet three inches high; light-colored 
hair and blue eyes; slender form, with a hump- 
back. This last feature, the result of a painful 
accident when a few moaths old, marks her dis- 
tinctiy, She bas a habit when standing still of 
nchen her body to one side, and resting her- 
self in that position, She wore when she lefta 
striped, dark calico dress, a plaid glug ham sun- 
boanet, and was barefooted 

Although there is no knowledge as to the direc- 
tiom the child took, it ig thought she came up to 
the fatiroad bridge to cross the river and return 
to the relations she bad been visiting, or to go to 
arelation’s In Janesville, Ind., and got on a cir 
and was carried to some otber peint far or near. 

The gti f-stricken father, having made every 
exertion tn bis pewer to recover his loved child, 
appeals to any one Who may have knowledge of 
ber to communicate with him ftmmediately.
